One of the most interesting discussions evolved 
around the subject of the incisions made in the an- 
terior chest at Parklarid. Dr. Figueroa told me tha 
surgery of this sort is not nerformed unless there 
is evidence of lung damage. In Dr. Jenkins offlcia 
r-'^ort, he tells us th'^t chest damage vras observed 
therefore , the chest surgery. Dr. Figueroa also sx 
said that surgery of that kind is usually nerformed 
in the back area for obvious reasons. In the notes 
on rages 5 l 9 ^« 5^0 of Post T'ortem a descrlntion is 
given of lung damage to the unner right lung. ';Vhen 
t'"'is damage is related to the b-^ck v:ound, a^e have a 
decided left to right ”nd slightly un to dov/n tra- 
jectory (Co'ald the ori-^in of this shot be the Recordj 
s building? ''’ossibly, a lo’.ver fl^rr near Sim St? ) .
